MESSAGES IN FRAGMENTS. 
A NEW TELEPHONE DEVICE DESIGNED TO 
MAKE EAVESDROPPING FRUITLESS. 
(New York Sun, March 28.]—An interest- 
ing feature of a series of experiments made 
yesterday by the National Secret Telephone 


graph Company, in telephoning to Cleveland, 
was the employment for the first time of a 
telephone relay, receiving the words in a 
local cirevit, after the fashion of a 
Morse sounder, so that the reénforce- 
ment of the electric current increased 
the volume of tone at the receiver. 
Another new thing, the invention of 
Mr. C. A, Randall, General Manager and 
electrician of the National Secret Telephone 
Company, was a loud-talking receiver. In 
receiving messages from Cleveland, although 
the instruments were nat perfectly adjusted 
for so great a distance, words were heard 
distinctly with this receiver at a distance of 
six or eight inches from the ear. 
The chief invention controlled by this 
company is, however, the one from which 
the name “secret” is taken, The object of 
the secret system is to enable the transmis- 
sion of messages between the sender and the 
receiver. in such manner that they cannot be 


taken off from the wire by induction or by 


cut in and tapp the wire. To effect 
this the impulses from tune transmitter 
are divided and transmitted over the two 
independent lines of wire, one-half pass- 
ing over one circuit and one-half over the 
other, and at the receiver are gathered up, 
adjusted in their proper order, and from a 
single Wire articulated in distinct words. 
This division of the impulses is effected by a 
switch, operated by a very rapidly-revolving, 
small électri¢t motor, which opens the wires 
alternately to the current. hus the word 
Constantinople, for instance, sent in secret, 
would go over the wires alternately in some- 
thing like this shape:

tions into the receiver. To the ear of a per- 
son tapping the wire the message sounds like 
nothing more than a meaningless buzz. 

In practice it is not expected that the se- 
cret system will be generally employed ex- 
cept by brokers and others whose business is 
necessarily of a private nature, and the dou- 
ble lines will be pes in for it only when they 
are expressly desired. For these one electric 
motor at the central office or telephone ex- 
change will suffice to insure setrecy on all 
lines connected with the central office. Pri- 
vate lines will require an electric motor at 
one end to do the switching ot the current.

TRADE AND LABOR. 


Chicago Cigar makers Struggling for ay 
Advance Meet with Indifferent Suc- 
cess. 

The Chicago cigarmakers do not appear to 
be making any considerable progress in their 
efforts to secure an-advance in wages from 
the manufacturers. Committees of workmen 
have been endeavoring for the last few days 
to induce employers to accede individually 
to the demands of the union, but thus far it 
must be said. without very gratifying results. 
It seems to be the general impression, how- 
ever, among those n@§mufacturers who have 
not heretotore paid the prices asked that 
there will be no serious objection to doing it 
now, providing uniform rates could be es- 
tablished. But the reporter was informed by 
Mr. Gustav Wagenfiehr uniform wages have 
not been paid since the War, the standard in 
different shops for the same kind of 
work often varying from $1 to $3 
One gentleman prominent in the trade ex- 
pressed the opinion thata genera! strike of 
cigarmakers would result beneficially for 
both the manufacturers and the workme 
it being his idea that no reduction — 
then be made to consumers, and the profits 
created by the tax reduction could be divided 
between the employers and the operatives. 
The cigarmakers claim to have persuaded 
over 100 manufacturers to agree to the pro- 
posed advance, but so far as learned none of 
the larger shops have yet been secured. The 
agreementis merely a verbal one, and in 
many cases indéfinit and conditional. So 
far, only shops employing only a dozen ora 
less number of hands have come to any under- . 
standing with the VCigarmakers’ Union. 
Cohn & Co. have — yy Say agreement, and 
have not been asked to. Franklin & Co., 
the only large firm mentioned as having 
agreed to the proposed scale, say they have 
not made any definit poate in that direc- 
tion. Their action will depend entirely on 
what other houses will do in the matter. 
Nevertheless the cigarmakers. are quietly 
pushing for an advance, and are hopeful 
that by May 1 they will be successful in their 
movement to establish uniform wages and 
2 the additional compensation they ask 
or.

Explorations of a Second Search Party 
Later in the Day—The Bodies : 
Not Seen. 


The Coroners Still Méstile—Preparations for a 
Big Crowd Today—The Pumps. 


FIRST SEARCH. 


EARLY YESTERDAY MORNING—TWO BODIES 
FOUND. 


Brarpwoop, III.. March 24.—jSpecial.}— 
This morning about 4o’clock, while making 
a prelimininary examination of the passages 
of the formerly-flooded Diamond Mine, Pit- 
Boss David Skinner discovered the bodies of 
two miners lying on their faces near the old 
trap-doot which opens into the entrance that 
leads to the west workings of the mine. The 
finding ef the bodies was the result of an ar- 


rangement that had been made early last 


night by the mine Officials, who had given 
instructions that before the search- 
ing party which was to gv down, 
if circumstances would permit, in 
the afternoon should make an entrance 
the pit-boss should go down and prepare the 
way for them and do what he could to get a 
good current of air to circulating between 
the main and air shafts. 
IN THE MINE. 

In accordance with their instructions the 
pit-boss, David Skinner, was lowered to the 
bottom of the hoisting shaft, and provided 
with a rubber coat, safety lamp, and other 
apparatus. He landed at the bottom of the 
shaft, when he fourd the water was about 
two feet deep. After ascertaining the fact 
that there was a geod current of air in 
the passages and no danger from damp 
he entered the north workings and pro- 
ceeded without interruption about twenty 
feet, when he came to a place where the roof 
of the passage had caved in and deposited a 
large quantity of débris and Soapstone in 
his path. The walis of the passage on the 
sides were badly caved, and the original 
contour of the square-shaped passage had 
had been distorted and opened out into quite 
a good-sized room, from the roof of which 


the water and mud was dripping. 
BLACK DAMP. 


Climbing over the ‘soapstone obstruction 
the search was continued for a short dis- 
tance, when the lamp which the explorer 
held in his hand suddenly went out, giving 
evidence of the fact that black damp existed 
there in large quantities, and that a retreat 
must be made. Retracing his steps to the 
main shaft, an entrance was made into the 
main south working, which was followed for 
some distance before anything unusual was 
discovered. The air was extremely foul, 
and the consequent’ feeble flare of the lamp 
which the man held in his. hand only par- 
tially lighted up the way for one or two 
yards. The walls in this passage were ina 
better condition, and there was less caving 
than in the corridor previously traversed, 

A BODY. 

Without observing anything of particular 
note, the search was continued to a point 
about five yards from the starting-point, 
when a smaH room was reached, the roof of 
which was arched and the floor a pool of yel- 
low-looking water and mud. The entrance 
to the room had hardly been made before the 
feeble light of the safety-lamp fell upon the 
water in the pool and revealed to the startled 
man a ghastly-looking object lying near the 
centre of the room, almost covered by mud 
and water. Upon a closer examination it 
was found to be the body of one of the dead 
miners, lying upon his back, the bloated and 
discolored face turned toward the roof, and 
a dinner-pail clenched in his rigid fingers. 
Across the man’s face was a ghastly scar, 
which looked as though he had run against 
some sharp rock in his frantic endeavors to 
escape when the flood had rushed in upon 
him. The body was not badly bloated, 
but bore evidence ot being somewhat decom- 
posed by lying so long in the water. 

ANOTHER BODY. 

Withoutin any way disturbing the position 
of the corpse the exploration was continued 
a few feet further, when another body was 
found, under nearly the same circumstances, 
and in nearly the same position. 

The pit boss returned to the shaft and was 
hoisted to the surface. 

A consultation was at once had with the 
mine officials, who concluded that the publi- 
cation of the facts would cause too largea 
crowd to gather, and that such a crowd 
would only impede the progress of the re- 
covery of the bodies. They therefore were 
to suppress the information until they had 
matters so arranged that no interfer- 
ence would be met with, even if a 
crowd did gather. The information was so 
well kept that it was late in the afternoon— 
fully twelve hours after the discovéry of the 
pit-boss—before any one had any intimation 
that a body had been found, and it might not 
have been known until tomorrow morning, 
when it was to have been announced, had 
not oneof the officials murmured it toa 
TRIBUNE correspondent ana the resulting 
inquiry into the facts in the ease been in- 
stituted. 

ARRANGEMENTS, 

The company, when they found that the 
bodies had been locat ed, made more effective 
progress toward getting things into shape 
for the work tomorrow. The air-chamber in 
the air-shaft was completed, and the fans set 
in motion and worked at a high rate of 
speed. The boxes were placed in position, 


_the safety-lamps rigged up, and rubber- 


coats, hats, etc., for the party placed so that 
they could be used at a moment’s notice. 
The Coroners were notified eagly this morn- 
ing that they would soon be nee upon the 
scene, and the Sheriff of this county will 
have a posse here early to prevent 
any rash oe at rescue, to 
hold in chee the crowd. The 
fence that was built some days ago around 
the main shaft has been taken down and 
made to enclose a large area of ground. 
There will be special trains from all sections 
of the country near the scene of the disaster. 
and it is expected that there will be from 2,000 
to 4,000 people on the ground, The funeral 
train was drawn from the shops where they 
were being decorated and placed in readi- 
ness for the funeral. The water is nearly all 
out of the mine, and what remains will, it is 
thought, be out before morning, so that from 
that source nothing need be —— by 
the party who will do the searching. 


SECOND SEARCH. 
NOTHING NEW SEEN. 

Brarpwoop, Ill, March 24.—[Special.]— 
With the end in view of ascertaining the ex- 
act state of affairs in the mine before the. 
search was commenced, a party was organ- 
ized this afternoon consisting ot Mine-In- 
spector Moffatt, Pit-Boss David Skinner, L. 
D. Miller, and Tur TRIBUNE Correspondent. 
At 3 o’clock the party made an entrance into 
the air-shaft, rigged up in their rubber suits 
and provided with safety-lamps, as they had 
been on the search that was before made. 
Down the fifteen flights of muddy, slippery 
steps, through dripping water steam. 
the party made its way, 
after a descent of about seventy feet, 
they stood upon the Jast step and saw before 
them the small opening through which over 
one hundred men made their escape at the 
time of the aceident. The air was notse foul 


as it was upon the previous visit, and the 


light from the lamp penetrated the dense 
gloom for at least twenty feet, and gave to 
the explorers a better view of the openings 


until at last,

ated hydrogen (fire damp), carbonic acid gas 
(black damp), and hydro sulphide (white 
damp), The first of these, the fire damp, ad- 
mits of being kindled, and when a pit lamp 
burns in it the flame is enlarged and sur- 
rounded by apale-blue halo. This gas is not 
absolutely poisonous when inhaled in a heu- 
tralized State, but when the pure gas is in- 
hailed death will follow almost instantane- 
ously. When a miner approaches a room 
in. which this gas exists he will 
notice a pale-biue halo in the form 
or a tubular pyramid, and it 
he raise the lamp toward the roof, where the 
. body of the gas is collected, the halo grad- 
ually shades away, as the gas approaches 
the explosive point, into a ¢ream-tinged 
flame, The moment that thisis observed by 
an educated miner he will slowly lower his 
lamp to the floor, where the gas exists only 
in small quantities, and he can then put it 
out and beat a retreat. It was his opinion 
that more or less of this gas would be ex- 
perienced during the trip. The 
black damp, he said,. is ex- 
tremely poisonous and dangerous to lite 
when it contains even 98 per cent of pure air. 
It is more to be feared than either of the 
other gases referred to, because it takes a 
man before he can discover it and produces 
death. 
FURTHER SEARCH. 

Thinking that the inspectors’ explanations 
were for the purpose of intimidathon, the 
party moved on, to await above ground the 
further explanation of the possible dangers. 
Down through the long tunnel-shaped 
passage, over great heaps of caved-in 
rocks, proceeded the explorers, until 
they came to a side passage which 
leads to some of the extreme workings. 
“Here,” said the pit-boss, in advance, 
„Iwill show you what black damp is,” 
and, as he spoke, he thrust. his light only a 
short distance into the old roadway, and in 
au instant it was out. About fifty feet 
farther on passageway dwindled down 
to a small aperture no larger than the 
mouth of a large-sized barrel. Through this 
ominous-looking bole the party passed into 
another one of little caverns, which had 
likewise been caused by a caving-in of the 
wall. Directly ahead, not more than 
ten feet, the walis of ge 
sloped down, and were lost in 
a pool of water. The pit-boss explained that 
the party was upon the edge of a dip that the 
water ruofed, and that further ＋ in 
that direction was impossible until the water 
in the dip had been pumpedout. He further 
stated that as soon as he could he would 
have the necessary pipes laid and the water 
removed. 

ANOTHER CORRIDOR. 

Back the passages through which they had 
come, well plastered with mud, went the 
party to the escapément-shaft, where a trip 
was made through another corridor toward 
the main shaft, but without — new fac 
except that the air was circulating well 
the lights burned better than the day before. 

The return to the surface was made with- 
out anything worthy of note happenine. 

At midnight the water is all out but about 
six inches, making a total of water removed 
8 feet 4 inches. ‘The pump-men 
have been in and out shaft during the 
even think that, by s o’clock, the water 
will all be out and everything ready for the 
search. At this late hour (midnight) there 
are about fifty men standing around the shaft, 
listlesly watching the work of pumping. They 
are most of them strangers, waiting the ar- 
rival of the morning, when they expect to 
have their curiosity satisfied. The pump at 
the abandoned workings was stopped about 
an hour ago by the suction-pipe being im- 
bedded in the mud, but, in spite of this dis- 
advantage, it is thought the water will be all 
out in time to permit an early search.

MéElroy holds that vice is the chosen agent 
for weeding out the redundant. growth of 
nhumanlty. and selects for extermination those 
who are inferior, depraved, weak, and unfit 
tor preservation or reproduction. The strong 
prey upon the weak in all the strata of life 
below man, and there are parasites which 
assist in the work of destruction. Manalone 
is exempt. Thus it is estimated that Nature 
has provided that not more than one out of 
every thousand fishes spawned is permitted 
to reach an adult age. But the propagation 
of human demgs goes on recklesly, unre- 
strained except by such methods of de- 
struction as man provides for himself 
—war, péstilence, ete. Mr. McElroy’s 
new doctrine in sociology holds that vice 
is one of the most efficient agents in repress- 
Ing the growth of the human race. He 
thinks it “supreme nonsense” to cry out 
that intemperance is dragging down to dis- 
honorable and premature graves hundreds 
of thousands of the brightest and fairest of 
our land.“ and adds: With very few ex- 
ceptions, every one who goes to perdition by 
the alcohol route would reach that destina- 
tion by some other ‘:igshway if the alcohol 
line were net running.“ He holds that intem- 
perance, like other natural agents, is doing 
an immense amount of good, inasmuch as it 
nurries forward to an early death most of the 
thieves, thugs, prostitutes, gamblers, sharp- 
ers, and other members of the criminal and 
quasi-criminal classes. Sexual vice is a still 
quicker road to extinction than intemper- 
ance. The whole theory is summed up in 
the single sentence: Vice does admirable 
work in skimming away the supernatant 
scum and in drawing off the dreg: and set- 
tlings of society.” i 

The force of this theory depends, as Mr. 
Jack Bunsby was accustomed to say, upon 
the application on it.“ Mr. Harrison may 
rest his claim to being the best Mayor Chi- 
cago has ever had” upon the substantial 
and enduring basis of Mr. McElroy’s new 
philosophy, because he has resisted steadily 
every pressure for the limitation of saloons,: 
for the suppression of the gambling-houses, 
and for the practical correction of the dissi- 
pation and licentiousness which have made 
Chicago notorious under his administration 
ot the City Government.

CATHOLICS AND THE LICENSE QUESTION. 

The position of Bishop Ireland, of Minne- 
sota, upon the high-license question is well 
known. He has taken a bold, advanced 
stand with regard to this question, as he has 
upon every other issue growing out of the 
temperance contest. After years of labor in 
the field, which has been crowned with 
extraordinary success, and after saving 
thousands from the evil of intemperance, he 
is convinced that the most powerful auxiliary 
in the work henceforth, and the only practical 
method of checking the growth of the evil, is 
that of high license, and to this end he has 
addressed a ringing appeal to the Legislature 
of his State to enact a measure of some kind 
which shall restrict the number of saloons. 

Hitherto Bishop [reland has worked alone, 
but now he has received a strong reinforce- 
ment in the neighboring State of Wisconsin, 
where the Gatholic Citizen, the organ of the 
church for the Milwaukee Archdiocese, has 
come o ut strongly for a higher license, and 
bitterly denounces the Irish Catholic mem- 
bers of the Legislature who are in favor of a 
low license. It adds emphasis to its assault 
upon the saloons that the Archbishop him- 
self, all the priests in Milwaukee and its 
vicinity, and the better class of Irish Cath- 
olics in the city indorse the course of the 
Citizen, when it says of these recreant mem- 
bers: 


Our readers will not be mistaken in looking 
upon their course as an expression of contempt 
for the sentiments of their nationality and creed. 
They had been ey informed Of the wishes of 
their constituents in this matter. They cannot 
tali to bave been thorbughiy aware of the 
general and strong desire among the Catholic 
citizens of this State, and more es ally 
among the Irish-American element. t the 
license should not be lowered, that the commu- 
nity should be protected from a further in- 
crease in the number of groggeries and saloons, 
which would be one of the immediate conse- 
quences of the license measure. 


There is no question that there is an equal- 
ly strong desire upon the part of the better 
class of Irish Catholics in Chicago that the 
license should be increased, and that they 
would gladiy welcome some strong, earnest 
expression in its favor from the Archbishop 
of this diocese directed te the Irish Catholic 
members of the Legislature. In the present 
condition of the high-license measures, now 
bidine their time in the hands of committees, 
such an appeal would be worth a legion of 


petitions, which are read and tumbled into 


the waste-basket and never thought of again. 
It would go down to Springfield with more 
force than any lobby which the friends of 
high license can organize. It would convert 
sufficient Democratic members to carry the 
measure. Tux TRIBUNE Would not on any 
account depréciate the good work which the 
Catholic temperance societies are.doing, or 
the zealous and enthusiastic manner in which 
the Archbishop has given them his 
countenance, but has not the time come 
when he should extend his influence 
and make it felt for the rignt, for the 
good name of the city, for the interests of 
good and honest government, for the rescue 
ot thousands of his own flock, men, women, 
and children, who are the principai sufferers 
by the immunity whieh is given to these 
groageries to eat up the wages of working- 
men and to bring suffering, distress, and pov- 
erty info their homes? He cannot but know 
that saloons are continually increasing, 
and that with their increase the evil, 
crime, pauperism, and distress of the 
masses are increasing, and that the 
burden falls most heavily upon his 
own flock. He can of course accomplish 
a noble work through the agencies of tem- 


. berance societies in the churches, but it is

ERRORS IN GRAIN-WEIGHIN 
About a month ago Robert Warren 
of this city, shipped a lot of forty-

car- 


loads of corn, being a little over 23,000 bush- 


els, to New York via the Nickel-Plate and 
New York Central Railroads. The grain ar- 
rived in New York, was there weighed, and 
a statement of the results sent here. The 
facts relating to the weight are presented in 
the following table. It gives for each car, 
first, the number of pounds of corn called 
for by the bill of lading as issued by the rail 
road officials here, and then the number of 
pounds by which that official weight fell 
short of or exceeded the truth, after allow- 
ing for the slight loss incident to handling. 


As the quantity accounted for in New York. 


was only seventeen and one-third bushels 
less than the aggregate of the weights 
claimed by the country shippers, that loss 
may be regarded as unimportant: 
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There were only thirteen car-loads, or less 
than 80 per cent, in which the error was with- 
in the reasonable limit of 100 pounds. In ad- 
dition to this the seventeenth car on the list 
was billed as 34,050 pounds, which was after- 
wards explained to bea clerical error, and 
the ninth was charged for as 24,000 pounds, 
entailing payment of 84.94, freight at 144¢ 
cents per 100 pounds on property which was 
not transported, 

A footing up of the columns shows that the 
aggregate of shortages only exceeds the to» 
tals of overplus by 980 pounds; so thatin 
this case there was no great loss sustained 
by the shippers in this city. But a large part 
of the shipping business here is done in lots 
of only a few car-loads, a great many cars 
being consigned singly to buyers at small 
points in the Eastern States. Taking the 
above statement as a fair average of 
the way in. which railroad weigh- 
ing has been conducted the last two 
months, during which there has been no out- 
side supervision of it, one may well wonder 
that the complaints have not been louder. A 
mathematica] suinming of the problem shows 
an average error of only 1 per cent, but a 
chance ot one in fifteen that the error will be 

as great us 5 per cent. But the statement 
does not include any instance of a 20 per 
cént deviation from the facts, such as has 
been reported by other parties in the trade; 
nor does it show any of the other cases in 
which oats have been délivered instead of 
corn, and vice versa, owifg to carelesness of 
railroad officials in the absence of watching 
by agents of the parties interested. 

It is nearly time that such mistakes should 
cease to be perpetrated, and there is now 
reason to hope that the blunder will soon be 
corrected. The railroad officials simply 
alienated from themselves all sympathy on 
the part of business-men when they abol- 
ished the system of checks on careless work 
by their servants because they thought one 
of their number had been unfairly used by 
the Board of Trade. Now that their atten- 
tion has been called to the matter by the 
Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners there is an excelient chance for them 
to recedé from a position which some of their 
number already concede to be not only un- 
fair, but absurd.

SECRETARY FOLGER’S ILLNESS. 

The advice which Shakspeare put into the 
mouth of England’s great Cardinal—“ 1 
charge thee, fling away ambition,“ etc.—is 
emphasized sorrowfully in the later career of 
Secretary Folger, who is apparently on the 
verge of mental and physical collapse. Judge 
Folger enjoyed the distinction of being Chief 
Justice of the highest court in his State. 
The ermine was becoming to him in every 
way. The office was virtually for life, the 
salary was large, the duties were congenial, 
and the occupant commanded the confidence 
and respect of the entire people. But he was 
not content. Preferment of a purely polit- 
ical character seemed to have a peculiar at- 
traction for him. When Garfield was elected 
President Folger’s friends urged the latter’s 
appointment as Secretary of the Treasury, 
and he went to Mentor to hold a personal 
conference with the President-elect. But 
Garfiela was too responsive to public senti- 
ment to appoint a New-Yorker to the pjace 
of Finance Minister, and risk the bane 
ful influences of Wall street over the 
policy of the Government Treasury. When 
Mr. Arthur succeeded to the Presidency, one 
of his earliest acts was to call Judge Folger 
to the portfolio to which he aspired. It was 
understood at the time Judge Folger re- 
signed his office of Chief Justice to become 
Secretary of the Treasury that the change 
was to be merely a stepping-stone to the 
Governorship of New York. Subsequent 
events denote that this was practically agreed 
upon between the President and his new 
Secretary. But the project miscarried. 

The disappointment which Judge Folger 
experienced in the loss of the Gubernatorial 
prize was peculiarly galling. His career had 
up to this point been a steady succession of 
well-deserved promotions. All at once he 
encountered a stubborn opposition to his 
further progression. He has done nothing 
personally to forfeit the confidence and good 
will of the people of his State. But he was 
placed in a false position. He was put for- 
ward as the Administration candidate. The 
people resented the President’s interference 
in State politics. The opposition to tne die- 
tation of the Washington Administration 
within the Republican party was overcome 
by expedients of very questidnable char- 
acter, and Folger was nominated. This 
merely gave the people a better opportunity 
for recording their protest, and the man who 
had been in the habit of running ahead of bis 
— was rejected by an overwhelming ma- 
ority. 5 

Judge Folger returned to his position at 
the National Capital a disappointed ana de- 
jected man. There he found new vexations 
and trials. His long-time judicial experience 
had been @ poor preparation for dealing with 
the importuni and wiles of politicians. 
He endeavored to discharge the duties of his 
place conscientiously down to small details 
which should have. been left to assistants 
and subordinates. This drudgery has worn 
upon bim. Besides, he has been compeiled 
to encountér the schemes for using the United 
States Tréasury as a mere tender to Wall 
street. He yielded once and came to the re- 
lief of the speculators by anticipating the 
payment of called bonds: this course natur- 
ally brought down severe criticisms upon 
him. A few days ago he actually ran away 
from the men who were endeavoring to per- 
suade him to repeat his error. It was & case 
where discretion was the better part of valor. 


Secretary Folger is a victim to his own am- 


care can so far restore him to health as to 
enable him to live out the span of life which 
a good constitution and/regular habits had 
promised him, hut he will probably never be 
equal to the harassing work of a political 
position like that which he holds. He sacri- 
ficed the honorable retirement and substan- 
tial pension which his New York Judgeship 
assured him, and he enjoys scarcely the grat- 
itude which his services demand from the 
Administration and its intimates as a com- 
pensation for all he has lost. 


THE SAHARA AND THE JORDAN. 

Notwithstanding the uncertain character 
of polities, the headiess condition of the Re- 
publicans, and the menacing uprisings ot the 
Anarchists, the French people are not dis- 
posed to abandon their penchant for canal- 
building and explorations of new regions. 
The project for flooding a portion of the 
Sahara is again\on the tapis. M. de Lesseps, 
freed from the duty of defending his pet Suez 
Canal against English depredation, has gone 
to Tunis to examine the borings made by 
Commander Oudier with the view to making 
this inland sea. If these borings show that 
it will be necessary to remove stone it is 
stated that the scheme will be abandoned, but 
if only sand is to beexcavated M. de Lesseps 
is confident of success, though his confidence 
is not shared by some other scientific men in 
France. 

The scheme was first investigated in 1869. 
It proceeded upon the general theory that 
the desert of Sahara is the bed of a sea 
which was at one time a part of the Atlantic, 
or connected with {t by what is known as the 
Red Channel, and the plan was to flood \cer- 
tain depressions running east and west 
through Northern Africa, which were 
claimed to lie below the sea level. Several 
commissions have been appointed to make 
investigations, but it was not until 1877 that 
the Government became interested in the 
plan and appropriated money to further it. 
When M. de Freycinet became Premier he 
appointed a commission to investigate the 
practicability of the scheme, but its report 
was not very favorable. The general project 
was te create an immense basin south of 
Algeria and Tunis to connect with the Gulf 
of Gabes by a canal a hundred miles in 
length. The commission, however, reported 
that only a small part of the depressions was 
below the sea level; that the cost of flooding 
them would be more than forty times what 
was originally estimated; and that even 
if it were accomplished its commercial and 
military importance would be very slight. 
Thereupon the Government declined to have 
anything to do with the enterprise, but M. 
de Lesseps would not abandon his scheme, 
and dispatched Oudier to make the borings, 
and is now on the way to Tunis, where a final 
decision will be made. If he deems the bor- 
ings favorable he will go ahead with the en- 
terprise—provided he can obtain the funds 
by subscription. It is possible he may ac- 
complish this, but if the Panama project has 
amoral attached to it, and the French are in 
the habit of heeding morals,there is no imme- 
diate probability that Sahara will be flooded. 

Another and apparently more practical 
project which is now agitating the French 
mind is some method of relieving the Suez 
Canal from the immense demands made upon 
it. One plan is to widen the canal. Another 
is to open a canal from Alexandria to the 
Red Sea, passing near Cairo, through Lower 
| Egypt. Two other plans are proposed, 
which are pronounced impracticable on ac- 
count of difficulties and cost. They differ 
materially from each other but involve one 
proposition in common—namely; the con- 
version of the Valley of the Jor 
dan into a great inland sea. connected 
by canals with the Red Sea and the Mediter- 
ranean. The first plan contemplates start- 
ing a canal near Ascalon (the Azal men- 
tioned in Zechariah), running thence north- 
easterly past Jerusale irectly through the 
Mount of Olives, and ei ring the Dead Sea 
at some distance south of its northern end. 
The second plan contemplates two canals. 
One would start at the base of Mount Carmel 
and follow the River Kishon until it met the 
headwaters of the River Jalus, which flows 
into the Jordan. This, it is claimed, would 
convert the Jordan Valley into an inland sea 
ten miles in width. The second is a canal 
connecting the Dead Sea with the Red Sea, 
which would help to fill the valley. The pro- 
jector of this plan enthusiastically says: 


It built no eastern-bound traveler would 
thereafter select the Suez route. The facility 
of visiting the Holy Land would attract many 
travelers who otherwise would sever dave 
thought of going. A voyage direct from the 
Thames in London to Jerusalem would attract 
many ladies. To be landed on a wharf at Jeri- 
oho ina few days (from London) and thence 
conveyed by carriage some fourteen miles up 
to Jerusalem, 2,000 feet above, there to en- 
ter a grand hotel next door to tne site of the 
Temple of Solomon, and surrounded some 
of the most interesting monuments of sacred 
history—such a journey would be of ac- 
complishment. It seems like levity thus to talk 
of the holy pisces in such a strain, but it is a 
fact, and only an illustration of modern de- 
velopment and progress. 


So long, however, as the Suez Canal can 
be widened without difficulty and at infinitly 
less cost than any of the other schemes, there 
is little danger that the world will lose the 
Dead Sea, the Jordan and its valley, the Sea 
of Galilee, and the miles of memorable coun- 
try bordering on them, which would be the 
result of inundating the Holy Land. What- 
ever results might follow, or however im- 
portant they might'be in a commercial sense, 
itis doubtful if the worid would stand idly 
by and watch the work of the iconoclasts. It 
is more probable that another crusade would 
be started to rescue the holy places from 
the irrevefent canalers. 


THE NOVEL. ä 
Julian Hawthorne, at a recent meeting in 
New York of the Nineteenth Century Club, 
took up what has become in literary circles 
the international subject of the novel, and was 
fortunate enough to have a good many in- 
eresting and clever thingsto say. Mr. Haw- 
thorne is not in any sense a disciple of the 
microscopic and vivisecting school of fiction, 
He does not believe in the “ Dude” novel, 
Though his remarks were, as they should 
have been, entirely impersonal, it is quite 
evident that the methods of the late “ Amer- 
‘ican novel” do not seem to him to come 
within the range of true art.

The respectable chilliness of 
the average parlor lowers the creative heat 


to the temperature of a frigid self-consecious- 


ness, and we sev writers and characters pick- 
ing their way fastidiously through their 
language and behaving with well-bred self- 
restraint. But he well says reserve is not 
creative. There is no reserve about the 
bursting into leaf and blossom of the séed 
planted in the ground. 

The shapeless realism and the cold’analy- 
sis of our current fiction are the sure symp- 
toms of a stage of transition in our society 
and its art. We are passing through an in- 
terregnum.

MR. SMALLEY’S LETTER TO THE NEW YORK 
“TRIBUNE "—PARNELL’S VISIT TO PARL. 
LonpDox, March 24.—[G. W. Smalley's ca- 

ble letter to New York Tribune.)—Mcr. Par- 

nell’s visit to Paris had various objects. 

He himself says that one main purpose was 

to ascertain whether there was any danger 

to France entering into a league with the 
other powers for the extradition of Nihilists 
and Fenians. The Tribune’s Paris corre- 

spondent writes that, while Mr. Parnell did 

not betray any fear of prosecution, much in 

what he said made it evident that he has re 
solved on a plan of campaign which will be 
attended with numerous consequences. He 
took great pains to secure publicity in 
numerous French papers for complaints 
against the Land act, though he had nothing 
new to urge, detailing at the same time 
groundless accusations against the Ministry, 
and omitting no means to provoke French 
hostility to England. The result of his re- 
peated interviews with Mr. Henri Rochefort 
is apparent in the Intrunstgeunt's open ad- 
vocaey of war with Great Britain. Mr. 
Parnell, playing on French ignorance of for- 
ign affairs, gave a grotesque account 
of the Kilmainham business, alleg- 
ing that the Government came to him in 
prison, and asked him to intervene and sup- 
press outrages. He condemned the Phenix 

Park murders, declared that James Carey 

was a Government agent who had controlled 

these murders and led astray the poor fellows 
who committed them, and that he had re- 
ceived $30,000 reward. He attributed the 

London explosion to free-thinkers. When 

asked what was the true remedy for Trish 

grievances, he answered that there was only 

one—home rule. These and other statements 

attract so much attention here that Parnell 

will be asked when Parliament resumes its 

sessions either to confirm or to deny them. 
THE BELFAST TRAGEDY. 

The trial and conviction of the “ Patriotic 
Brotherhood“ at Belfast once more identifies 
Patrick J. Sheridan as an accomplice in out- 
rage, and supplies «a fresh link between the 
Land League and organized crime. ‘The rec- 
ord of the proceedings of the Brotherhood 
contained the entry that, at the request of 
the Land League, conveyed through 
“Thomas Murphy,” they were specially 
sworn to kill Mr. Brooke. 

THE EXPLOSION. 

American dispatches say that telegrams 
from London last week allege that a general 
panic was produced by the Charies street ex- 
plosion. I could not then and cannot now 
discover any indications cf panic in Parlia- 
ment, in the press, in the people one meets, 
or anywhere else. Reasonable precautions do 
not denote a panic. The police have no inten- 
tion of relaxing them. ‘The public buildings, 
arsenals, and dock-yards are better guarded 
than ever. Rumors of expected explosions 
are numerous, but the police are either in- 
credulous or keep their knowledge to them- 
selves.

MR. JENNINGS’ LETTER—THE HOAX ABOUT 
THE QUEEN’S ACCIDENT. 


Lonnox, March 24.—[Jennings’ Cable to 
the Worid.}—People upon your side of the 
Atlantic seem somehow or other to have re- 
ceived greatly exaggerated reports concern- 
ing the condition of the Queen’s health, if 
we may judge from the inquiries that have 
been coming across the cable during the last 
two days. You may depend upon it that the 
official account of the accident and its conse- 
quences—if so serious a word can de em- 
ployed—is strictly accurate. The only injury 
that the Queen suffered was nothing more 
than a simple sprain, which has not 
affected her general health in the least de- 
gree, and was ridiculous when compared 
with the tumbles in which the German Em- 
peror, who is old enough to be her father, 
has indulged several times during the last 
few years. Some idle rubbish has been pub- 
lished here, where people ought to know 
better, and has, I presume, been cabled to 
America, to the effect that the Queen has 
been rendered very nervous through the 
“attack” upon Lady Fiorence Dixie. Such 
astatement is deserving of the most utter 
contempt. The Queen has more than the 
ordinary courage of the Guelphs—in fact, 
she has repeatedly shown that it is no ex- 
aggeration to say of her that she does not 


know fear.“

It she were to depart from her habit of 
courage, too, the departure would certainly 
not be likely to be inspired by Lady Fior- 
ence’s wild goose tale. The Times and the 
Standard, which were completely led away 
by Lady Florenee Dixie’s nightmare, must 
now feel thoroughly ashamed of the unrea- 
soning credulity which they have displayed.

Asa natural conse- 
quence of the excitement and panic, the 
anti-Irish feeling is growing decidediy 
strong in our large towns, like Man- 
chester and Liverpool. Some employers 
are talking of discharging all the Irish in 
their service. One, I believe, has done so, 
and there isa noticeable cooling of friend- 
ly interest in even such schemes as that of 
Dr. Lyons for reforesting the sister island. 
All that can ber safely saidis that the Fe- 
nians are undoubtedly active, and that they 
are in pursuit of bigger game than poor 
Lady Florence Dixie. The House of Com- 


mons is sedulously guarded both night and 


day. . Already one plot for its destruction by 
explosives has been discovered, and others 
have beyond a doubt been projected, 
so that many nervous members are not 
unfrequently thankful that the Easter 
recess has given them a respit until next 
Thursday at least. Mr. Gladstone, who is 
followed closely by detectives wherever h 
goes, is going to Visit the Hon. Edward F 
Leveson-Gower, member for Bodinin, at his 
seat of Holmbury, near Dorking, where a 
large party has been invited to spend the 
Easter season, including the American rep- 
resentative, Mr. Lowell.

BANK CIRCULATION. 


CONTROLLER KNOX BELIEVES THERE WILL 
BE NO DIMINUTION. i 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24.—[Special.] 
—Frequent inquiries are made here by busi- 
ness-men as to a probabie diminution of the 
National-bank circulation. Mr. John J. 
Knox, the Controller of the Currency, re- 
cently replied toa query of this kind made 
by a bank President. Mr. Knox, for the rea- 
sons he gives in the letter, believes that for 
the coming year there is no probability of a 
decrease in bank circulation. He wrote: 
I have received your letter of the 8th inst. in 
uc- 
tion in the circulation of the National banks 
since the passage of the act of March 3, reliev- 
ing the banks from tax on capital. National 
banks may deposit lawful money and take up 
their bonds in amounts not greater than $3,000,- 
000 per month. The prohibition of $3,000,000 a 
month does not, however, apply to deposits 
made for the purpose of withdrawing called 
bonds. Sec.6of the act of July 12, 1882, con- 
templates the redemption of their circulation 
of banks whose corporate existence has been 
extended, and requires such banks at 
the end of three years from the date of 
the extension to deposit lawful money for 
the purpose of redeem ing the remainder of their 
circulation. Such notes may be replaced with 
notes of new desi or bonds may be with- 
drawn, not below the minimum amount provid- 
ed by law. There were 354,000,000 of 3% per 
cent bonds outstan on March 1. 183, of 
which the National banks hold only about 614. 
and there are outstanding „000, 000 of 
the banks bold 38108, 000,000. 
greater part—lI should esti- 
mate nearly three-quarters—of the 8 per 
dent bonds held by the banks are among 
the first bonds issued. The payment of 
bonds during the next year will not, therefore, 
affect the securities held by National banks toa 
great extent. On page 2 of my last report 
hoe will und a statement showing the amouut of 
nk circulation Outstanding by Seagrepatonl 
division. lly two- and probably four- 
fifths of the circulation now outstanding is beia 
by National banks located where the rate of in- 
terest does not exceed 7 per cent. The value of 
circulation to these banks is about 1 per 


cent, and the 4 and 4% per cent bonds 
are held largely by banks whose sur- 
plus is large, and whose means are

TARIFF TECHNICALITIES, 
OLD LAWS IN THE WAY BADLY. 
WASHINGTON. D. C., March 24.— [Special.] 
~Secretary Folger has much desired to re- 
main at his post until all questions which 
may arise under the new Tariff act can be 
settied. Itis probable, however, that this 
Administration will end before the contro- 
versies over the new tariff will end. The 
new point has recently been made that the 
Tariff act of March 3, 1883, is designed only 
as a substitute for Title 33, Revised Statutes ; 
that that title includes only the body of the 
Tariff law which existed at the time 
the statutes were revised in 1873; that 
there, are statutes passed since 
that time imposing different and in some in- 
stances higher ratesof duty than the new 
Tariff law, which are not repealed by the 
latter. It will of course be argued that the 
new law re all preéxisting statutes 
which are in conflict with it, in accoraance 
with the general principle of law. But jess 
significant technicalities than that have led 
to important litigation in tariff matters, and 
have kept the question as to the legal rates 
open for years. The Treasury is today 
for instance, still refainding duties paid 
in 1857 under Treasury constructions of 
law which the United States Supreme Court 
has declared illegal. The Treasury will un- 
doubtedly hold that the rates of the law of 
Feb. 8, 1875. are not in force. Customs- 
brokers may think otherwise.

REGULATIONS. 

An official letter from the Secretary’s of- 
fice of the Treasury Department lays down 
the following rules concerning the enforce- 
ment of Sec. 7 of the new Tariff law: 

The mere fact that invoicesand entries in- 
clude non-dutiable charges does not thereby 
render such charges liable to duty, and in prop- 
er cases the duty should not be levied on charges 
and commission when they can be properly as- 
certaiped. Where, bowever, an invoice of the 
goods declares they bave been delivered to pur- 
chaser on the exporting vessel free of all 
charges to him, the value stated in the tavoice 
mu be taken as that upon which duties sball 
be levied, provided. of course, the appraiser 
makes no advance thereon. The goods actually 
remaining in bonded warehouse or public store, 
when the seventh section of the act referred to 
took effect, may be considered_as entitied toa 
readjustment of duty under sa secuon without 
regard to protest, it being the duty of the de- 
partment and its officers to enforce the law as 
enacted by Congress. The department does not 
deem it wise or within its authority to enlarge 
the scope of the act 80 as tb extend the provis- 
ions of sec. 10, in connection with Sec. 7, to goods 
not in public store or bonded warehouse when 
the act took effect,and which were imported 
prior to that date. 
act taking effect, and which remained in general 
order store, are to be considered as in bonded 
warehouse, and the rule before laid down ap- 
plies accordingly. 


DORMAN B. EATON. 


A TALK WITH THE CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM- 


ER, AND A FEW‘OF HIS VIEWS. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., March 23.—A corre- 
spondent called on Mr. Dorman B. Eaton, of 
the Civil-Service Commission, at Wormley’s 
this evening. Mr. Eaton, who is the author 
of several pamphlets on civil-service reform, 
to which theme he lias devoted years of study 
and observation, is an encyclopedia of knowl- 
edge, theoretical and practical, upon ali that 
relates to the subject. He seems scarcely 
past middle age, is perhaps six feet or over 
in his stockings, and of erect and vigorous 
carriage. His hair, which falls loosely be- 
hind a fine forehead, is just tending towards 
gray. His eye is clear and bright, and his 
diction direct, lawyer like, and faultiess. He 
dresses in subdued but neat style, and makes 
a most agreeable impression upon the first 
meeting. 

It would be impossible, after a merely in- 
formal interview, to do justice in an ab- 
stract to his.views on civil-service reform, 
formed from study, travel, and observation, 
and actual experience under Grant. A few 
points of general interest are these: 

Removals are not considered by or in any 
way under the control of the commission, 
nor is tenure of office. The latter is indirect- 
ly and wholesomely affected by the fact that 
as the political motive for removing “A,” 
who is a good man, is generally to make a 
place for B.“ the temptation to make or 
cause to be made the removal is less when 
„B“ can not be directly appointed to A’s”’ 
place, but must take his chance on the com- 
petitive lists. 

Another point is that as the lists are pub- 
lic, the mere fact of going upon them is gen- 
erally assuranee that a man’s record is right, 
as he exposes himself to the criticism, not 
only of the public, but those who have per- 
sonal reasons for preventing an improper ap- 
pointment. All examiyations will be in 
writing, and the record erved, so that ap- 
pea!s can be heard by the comwission at any 
time. 

During Mr. Eaton’s experience under 
Grant, in this District, there was but one ap- 
peal, and the appeilant withdrew that, upon 
the examiners appearing and explaining the 
reason of their action. 

Mr. Eaton, in reply to a question, said in 
effect that about ten thousand places would 
be under the supervision of the commission, 
so far as the requirement of examination by 
applicants for vacancies are concerned. 
These include all the departments in Wash- 
ington, except that laborers are exempt, and 
also those appointments, some three hun- 
dred, where the confirmation of the Senate 
is necessary, and Mr. Eaton said the com- 
mission were slowly and carefully discussing 
their rules, and as these would yet have 
to be submitted to the President, of course 
they were private matters. e said he 
expected much criticism for the commission, 
but fully believed that the general senti- 
ment of thecountry, without regard to party, 
would support what would soon show d itself 
to be for the general welfare. Mr. Eaton is 
an evident enthusiast in the cause, but, un- 
like some enthusi@@ts, is abun@antly armed 
with reasons for the faith thatisin him. As 
Mr. Eaton's words are not quoted above, but 
only a few of the thoughts from memory, it 
is thought just to explain his weaning by the 
word tenure, by quoting from his pamphlet 
on The Term and Tenure of Office.” He 
says: 

Upon no subject within the sphere of the 
civil administration is there a greater con- 
trariety of views, or a less instructéd public 
opinion thanin regard to the proper term 
and tenure of office. Popular speech seldom 


discriminates between term and tenure, and 


even our statutes hardly escape confusion 
on the subject, plain as itis that term but 
marks the length of time for which the oflice 
is bestowed, and tenure only the condition, 
subject to which, for the prescribed pericd, 
it may be heid. When the Federal Coustitu- 
tion declares that Judges shall hold their 
offices during good behavior,’ it creates a 
tenure, but pot a term. It is thérefore no 
contradiction to affirm of two persons that 
they hold office by different tenures, yet for 
equal tenures.” 


SOLDIERS’ HOME.

DISCUSSES THE IRISH SITUATION FREELY- 
The man whom, next to Charles Stewart 

Parnell, the British Government would most 

delight in thrusting behind prison bars,is Pat- 

rick Egan, late Treasurer of the Irish Na- 
tional Land League, who is breathing the brac- 
ingair of Chicago. He is small in stature, trim 
in figure, dresses quietly, speaks fine En- 
glish, and bears himself like a modest pro- 
fessional gentleman, A keen face is lighted 
by large blue eyes full of humor, anda 


‘strong jaw denotes prudent silence and vig- 


orous speech. He has turned 40 apparently, 
and a slight shower of frost has fallen 
on his auburn hair and beard. His small 
white hands betoken fastidious habits, and 
his nervous and cautious glance emphasises 
a bearing in which discretion and courage 
are visibly mingled. Heis a man of large 
private fortune, made in the milling and 
bakery business; and when he consented to 
act as Treasurer of the Land Leagug he did 
N at an enormous personal sacrifice, Never 
receiving a penny of compensation, he has 
received and disbursed millions; and only 
the notorious Piggott and the amiable but 
erratic and sensational Lady Dixie, who 
caused herself not longago to be shot out of 
the cannon in tights at the aquarium, and 
still more recently dreamed a dream in 
Windsor Park, ever .uestioned the perfect 
integrity of Mr. Egan’s custodianship. 
HIS TRIP TO PAKIS. 

When it became apparent that the Govern- 
ment intended to declare the Land League 
illegal, it was also manifest that the funds, 
contributed chiefly by the Irish people of the 
United States, would be boldly seized if not 
effectively guarded; and before the spies of 
the Castle could draw the net around Mr. 
Egan he successfully eluded them and turned 
up in Paris with the strong box safe. There. 
a voluntary exile, he resided until a few 
months ago, letting his business suffer and 
his family be divided, some of his children— 
tor he has given eight hostages to fortune“ 
and can scarcely be a dangerous revolutionist 
—being sent to school in Belgium, while the 
I ones and their mother resided with 

um at the French Capital. There he re- 
mained, the trusted adviser and friend of 
Parnell, Davitt, Dillon, and their associates; 
and when at last he felt that he should be re- 
lieved of his * — trust and be per- 
mitted to turn his attention once more to his 
private business he found himself the object 
of active suspicion on the part of the Gov- 
ernment agents in Dublin. He hasbeen suc- 
ceeded in the office of Treasurer by Mr. 
Webb, a well-knowh Dublin Quaker, also of 
high personal character, large fortune, and 
sterling patriotism. 

Mr. Egan desired to enlarge the scope of 
his flour interest by connections in America; 
and, as he was resolved on voming to this 
country, the leaders of the National move- 
ment commissioned him to perform while 
here an important duty which he was asked 
to explain by a TRIBUNE representative. He 
was found at the residence of Mr, Alexander 
Sullivan, No. 378 Oak street. ä 

When did you arrive in Chicago?“ said 
the reporter. 

I was really here twenty-four hours,“ he 
said, with a laugh, “ before a newspaper 
man found me out. I was very tired. I 
needed rest and a day’s perfect peace to at- 
tend to private correspoudence. I knew my 
friend Mr. Sullivan would give it to me in 
his house.”’ 

Did you disguise yourself, as was cabled, 
to get away from Dublin?” 

Not at all. The idea of appearing as a 
clergyman is absurd, for you see my beard 
and mustache. I left Dublin openly as any 
other gentleman would.” 

And your specific purpose in coming to 
the United States?“ 

HIS COMMISSION. 

“Aside from private business, which con- 
cerns only my houses in Dublin, my commis- 
sion from the Irish National League is this: 
You know that the Land League was sup- 
pressed. But the idea of lrish Nationalism 
was not, and we proceeded to organize 
under a new name, the Irish National 
League, whose object is not only to 
secure equitable land laws, but self-govern- 
ment for Ireland. It is a strictly legal 
organization and all our methods are consti- 
tutional, Now the old Land-League organi- 
zation still exists in America. Besides, there 


Are hundreds of other Irish societies in this 


country, such as the Father Mathew socie- 
ties, the benevolent, mutual beneiit, litegar y. 
social, and other organizations, all natfnal 
in sentiment, whose membership would, we 
have reason to know, be giad to fuse them- 
selves into one national organization to aid 
the National League in Ireland. These so- 
cieties have their special objects, as indicat- 
ed by their names, and they will continue to 
carry them out each in its own way, but for 
the purpose of assisting their vountrymen in 
their struggle at home they will work all to- 
gether after the new general organization 
shall have been effected.“ 

This, then, is the pragram of the Phila- 
delphia convention called for the 25th of 
April?” 

“Yes. The Land League in the United 
States and Canada will then adjourn sin 
die, and the following day the Irish National 
League of the United States and Canada 
will be organized.“ 

2 steps have been taken to that 
end?“ 

I have been in careful consultation with 
representative and trusted men from the 
various sections of the country, and I know 
that the mass of the Irish people desire this 
general organization.“

WASHINGTON. D. C., March 24,—[Special.] 
—Numerous sefSational stories have been 
and will be seut from here pretending to ex- 
reported communi- 
cation made to the Sta partment by the 
British Minister this week. Among these 
reports are alleged interviews with British 
Minister West, Secretary Frelinghuysen, and 
members of the Diplomatic Corps, who are 
reported as talking with the utmost freedom 
to some persons, while they decline to make 
any communication to those to whom it 
would be expected that they would say any- 
thing they cared te make public. Most 
of these Stories are 
inventions. The British Minister, who 
is a very discreet man and a scholar, is, for 
instance, made to use language which un- 
favorably reflects both upon his education 
and his discretion. ‘The most painstak 
inquiry shows that nothing in the nature o 
an unfriendly note has ed between the 
two countries. Indeed, it may be doubted 
whether any written communication has been 
made, The British Minister has expressed 
to the State Department his regret at the 
violent declarations of the dynamite perty in 
this country, and has requested the United 
States to see to it that there is no open 
violation of the neutrality laws, and that 
any shipments of arms or infernal 
weapons, designed to be employed for ga 
poses of assasination, be prevented, and it is 
believed that our Government, while dis- 
claiming any responsibility for plans or ut- 
terances that may be made within our terri- 
tory, has given the British Minister to under- 
stand that care will be taken tosuppress overt 
acts which are in violation of the neutralit 
laws, or inconsistent with our relations wit 
afriendly Power. Itis known that 
West has stated that nothing has occurred 
to disturb those friendly relations.

AjYoung Man Who Had Been Acquitted 
of Murder Fired Upon frem the Road- 
side and Instantly Killed. 

Peoria, III., March 24.—(Special.]—Tue 
TRIBUNE correspondent has just returned 
from Mapleton, the theatre of the tragedy 
which occurred at 10:90 last night, in which 
Ed Noble, one of the parties who recently 


figured as the defendant in the trial for mur- 


der of Jonathan Wolgomatt, met his death 
atthe handsof an unknown assasin. The 
detaiisof the murder of Wolgomatt, the ar- 
rest of Ed Noble and Enoch, his father, and 
their extraordinary acquittal by the jury have 
already been chronicled in these dispatches. 
Since that time the feeling against the Nobles 
has been very strong. They have not dared 
to venture back in the neighborhood of 
their old home, and they have been openly 
threatened with death should they venture 
todoso. An indignation meeting was held 
shortly after their acquittal, at the conclu- 
sion of which both men were hanged in ef- 
figy. The Nobles, being thus threatened, 
went across the river to Tazewell County 
and rented farms; but, having some stock 
around the old place, Ed Noble last night 


returned for the purpose of driving 
it to their new home. He arrived 
at the old place about 8 o’clock, 


and wasted no time, but, securme the serv- 
ices of a neighbor, started with the stock at 
once. Ed was accompanied by his brother, 
a young lad about 14 years old. The little 
feilow drove on ahead in a wagon in which 
was tied a calf, and the two men followed 
some distance behind, driving in front of 


them the live stock. "Things were in this 
condition until within a haif-mile of Maple- 


ton and about four miles from the 
starting-point.

The Conference Commiitees-—O’ Connor 
and Richolsen Agreed On. 

The Republican and Citizens’ Committees 
met at 11 o’clock yesterday morning at the 
Grand Pacific, and the latter agreed to ac- 
cept Judge Cary for Mayor without qualifi- 
cation; in other words, withdrew. their de- 
mand that the convention put itself on rec- 
ord as in favor of high license. Having also 
yielded the City Clerkship, the Republicans 
selected Emil Dietzsch, and then made up 
their report, which is given elsewhere. Mr. 
Crane was present and made a speech, in 
which he announced his withdrawal from 
the race, and said that a most excellent man 
had been sélected—one on whom all could 
unite. He would do all he could to elect 
Judge Cary. 

At4in the afternoon the two committees 
came together again. The Independents 
were very jubilant over the action of the con- 
vention, and the enthusiasti® Adams was 
sure that his avalanche was comi to bury 
Harrison out of sight forever. Without any 

articular talk Republicans accepted 

nis O'Connor for Treasurer and B. F. 
Richolson for Attorney. Mr. O'Connor was 
sent for, and, after returning thanks. pledged 
— and friends to support the whole 
ticket. 

Mayor Harrison was in the lobby during 
the afternoon, and seemed to be very nerv- 
ous and disappointed at the outcome. At 
one time he sat within two feet of Denis 
O'Connor, but wouldn't speak to him. A 
Democrat who supported Harrison the last 
time said to Tue TRIBUNE reporter: 

“ Carter is all broken up, and don’t be sur- 
prised if he withdraws if his name is pre- 
sented to the Democratic Convention. He 
has left the door open purposely so that he 
can retire gracefully. Itis he who has ma- 
nipulated things so as to stave the conven- 
tion off until next week. He wanted to find 
out who would run against him. He 
knows now, and, with such clean men as 
Cary and Denis O'Connor on the ticket, 
he is badly frightened. His strikers have 
been instructed to find out what the people 
think of the combination ticket, and on their 
reports will depend his running ornot. He, 
will not take any chances. His ambition is 
to become Governor of IIlinois, and he will 
not run for Mayor unless convinced that he 
has a dead sure thing. Heis very doubtful 
about it now, and so are his immediate 
friends, and if the Kepublicans and Inde- 
pendents go to work at once and make things 
lively, mark what 1 say, Carter will drop out 
and name some other Democrat for Mayor. 
He will be beaten, and next fall you will hear 
Carters friends shouting in the State Con- 
vention: “He is the only man who can carry 
Chicago.“ Harrison is a smart politician, 
but this combination worries him, and he 
hardly knows which way to turn in order to 
still-retain the possibility of the Democratic 
nomination fur the Governorship within his 
grasp.’’ 

The committees. reassembied in the even- 
Ing, when Mr. Richolson appeared and ac- 
cepted the nomination for City Attorney. 
Mr. Dietzsch, however, did not attend. but 
he sent word that he woald accept. Some 
discussion followed as to the campaign, and 
it was proposed to hold a ratification meeting 
Monday night, but no action was taken. The 
conterence finally adjourned to meet at 10 
o’clock Monday morning, when the candi- 
dates will select a committee to manage the 
campaign. 


A Brief Sketch of the Life of the Nomi- 
ned lor Mayor. 

Judge Eugene Cary was born in Erie 
County, New York, in 1835, and remained 
there until 18 years of age, attending a 
country school, and when 16 becoming a 
teacher in order to gecure a proper education. 
He then moved West and located in Sheboy- 
gan, Wis., Where he taught schooland studied 
law in the office of David Taylor, who is now 
on the Wapreme Bench of the State. Sub- 
sequently he went to Buffalo and studied 
with Judge Nathan K. Hall, of the lirm of 
Fillmore, Haven & Hail, who was Prostimas- 
ter-Generai under President Fillmore. Then 
he came West again and settled in Sheboy- 
gan. 

After serving a term as City-Attorney, 
when only 22 years of age, he was chosen 
County Judge of that county, then the fifth 
in the State. When the War broke out Judge 
Cary raised a company and went to the front, 
but, for must of the time, was Judge-Advo- 
cate of the First Division of the Fourteenth 
Army Corps, on the staff of Gen. Rousseau 
and Gen. Baird. After the War he settled in 
Nashville, and was elected State Senator. and 
afterwards made the race for Circuit Judge 
at the solicitation of the leading lawyers of 
the district--ex-Gov. Neil S. Brown, Gov. 
Henry 8. , Foote, Chancellor Cam pbel and 
others, was successful. He heid the 
position to the great satisfaction of the bar 
and litigants until a change in Constitu- 
tion ended his term. At the time of the 
Chicago fire he was tel phed to come 
here in the interést of the Imperial Iusur- 
ance Company, and here he has remained 
ever since, first as General Agent of the Im- 
perial, and afterwards as the Western 
Manager of the German-American Insur- 
ance Company, having charge of the interest 
of those companies in all the Western cities. 
While visiting in California in 1878, he was 
nominated and elected Alderman of the 
Third Ward, receiving the largest vote ever 
Cast for an Alderman there, no one opposing 
him. This is the only political office he has 
held in this city. . so

A Theatgical Manager's Troubles, 
As a general thing a petition for certiorari, 
being simply an apbdeal from a judgment of a 
Justice of the Peace, presents little of inter- 
est, but a rathet novel petition of this kind 
was filed Saturday in the Circuit Court by 


John St. rr agentand general business- 
manager of Carlo A. Chizzola, against the 
Chicago World Company, in which me law- 
yer manages to mix in a large amount of ad- 
vertising and puffing in a very skiilful and 
professional manner. The petition sets out 
that on the 28th of December, 1882, the Chi- 
cago World 2 7 recovered a judgment 
before Justice Brayton for $48.15 against 
Carlo A. Chizzola. The defendant, it is 
modestly stated, is a native of Italy and 
“has been engaged for several years 
past in |. presenting to the public 
of the United States the eminent histrionic 
artists of his o- country, and that in prose- 
cuting such enterprise he brought the famous 
tragedians Salvini and Rossi to this country. 
and that he is now engaged in cotiducting 
the great actor Salvini un a tour through the 
United States.” He is quite unacquainted 
with legal forms in use here, ano as he was 
stepping on a train on the 23d of December, 
“an offensive little man, whom your peti- 
tioner has sineé ascertained to be 4 Constable 
caliing himself Scanlon,“ approached Chiz- 
zola and told him he had an attachment 
against him, but before any further explana- 
tion could be made Mr. Chizzola and the train 
started for New Tork. He was ignorant 
of the fact that the officer had a 
summons for him until a few days ago, 
when he came back here, and learned 
that a judgment ha been recovered 
against him. The petition further sets out 
that the said Chicago World Company pub- 
lishes & small weekly newspaper of limited 
circulation called the Chicayo World, and 
that it occasionally intimidates theatrical 
managers into contracts for advertising.” It 
pretends to have an order from Chizzola to 
print a portrait of the actor Rossi in its eol- 
umns, but St. Maur claims that no such con- 
tract was ever made, and that Chizzola owes 
the paper nothing whatever. On the con- 
trary, when he was asked to advertise 
tnerein he positively refused. St. Maur, 
therefore, in behalf of Chizzola, asks that, 
indsmuch as the twenty days within which 
an appeal could de taken from the above 
judgment have expired. a writ of certiorari 
may be awarded, so that the case may be 
tried again in the Upper court. A writ was 
issued by Judge Rogers.

oughly posted on the suvject. The first of 
these went to show what an incor pora 80- 
clety with a capital of hal a mill- 
ion dollars could make in about 
nine years. Then a number of 
tables on the geometrical-progression plan, 
showing how a given amount of stock, Nel 
erly selected accord to gender, etc., would 
increase, and mültiply. and replenish the 
Montaua ranges in a manner that would 
double discount the flocks and herds of an 
ancient but knowing party named Jacob, 
who was once very successful in a partner- 
ship with a gentiéman named Laban in the 
cattle-raising business—thi however, was 
iu another State. ‘Then itemized accounts of 
the expenses of a range, including fires to 
heat the brarnding-irons.

PROFITS OF A JOINT-STOCK COMPANY. 

„ou have special faith in associated 
capital, General?“ 

Woll, 1 believe that a great joint-stock 
company formed 4 breed, buy, and sell 
horses, cattle, and sheep would prove enor- 
mously profitable. I have nodoubt but such 
u compan properly managed would declare 
an aunual dividend of at least 25 per cent. 
Such a company should buy Texas cattle, 
locate them on ranges, placing 5,000 head on 
each ranch, then breed them up for the mar- 
ket, increasing quantity and quality as fast 
af possible, selling all beeves whenever ma- 
ture and cows as fast as they become too old 
to breed from or are found unsuitable for 
breeding purposes. Most of the money real- 
ized from saies at first should go to fill up the 
herds with good young stock. The company 
should loeate with a view of buy up the 
land, and should aim to be a controlling power 
in the beef trade by tnonopolizing Govern- 
ment contracts and the Eastern markets as 
far as possible.“

NO BLOOD SHED, 


Two Gambiers Go a Gunning. 

Shortly before daybreak yesterday morn- 
ing a South Side saloon was the scene of a 
very interesting but bloodless shooting scrape 
between John Dowling and Joe Martin, two 
well-known local sporting characters.

Prospects for 1883. 

The building of small single-hand yachts— 
safe, roomy, easily handled, and uncapsiza- 
ble—will undoubtedly lead to a greater 
amount of cruising along the Atlantic coast 
this summer than ever before and make 
better sailors out of amateur yachtmen. The 
small boat is the proper school in which to 
learn how to manage a large one, and those 
who are content to delegate the sailing of 
their yachts lose more than half the pleasure 
of yachting. Besides, many a man with a 
love of the water has felt unable to gratify 
his taste through inability to built or own a 
good, safe — large enough to furnish 
cabin accommodations for a eruise, and yet 
not so large as to require two or three men to 
manage her, can now own a boat for a com- 
paratively small sum. Then, too, there is a 
growing tendency on the part of yacht-own- 
ers to use them less as racing machines and 
to venture more on blue water. The Wan- 
derer, Intrepid, Gitana, Ranger, Norseman, 
Actea, Enchantress, Vesta, and many other 
boats are flying their club flags in foreign 
waters, and the annual cruisesof the New 
York and Atlantic Clubs will bemuch longer 
this year than ever before. There will also 
be the usual regattas, the first bemg that of 
the Larchmont Club June 9. Then comes 
the Atlantic Club’s regatta June 19, and that 
of the New York on the 21st, and of the Sea- 
wanhaka on the 28th. The new Montauk 
will enter for all, the cups, and with me Co- 
lumbia, Magic, and Madeleine out of the 
way, ought to win first prize every time. The 
new cutters Bedouin and Wenonah will also 
race the crack sloops, and yachtmen are 
eagerly anticipating the tests between the

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COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were very ir- 
regular on Saturday. Wheat was stronger, and 
corn weak, while other markets halted between 
those two opinions, but averaged lower. The 
position in grain was largely dependent on crop- 
news and crop-movement. 

Provisions were quiet and easier. Pork de- 
clined 124 c, lard 7c, and short ribs 5e from the 
latest prices of Thursday, and all closed about 
7% below those figures, at $18.15 bid for May 
pork, $1122% bid for May lerd, and $9.85 bid 
for May ribs. Liverpool reported an ad- 
vance of 6d in tard, and the local re- 
ceipts of hogs were very small; but there 
was scarcely any outside demand for futures in 
product, if we except some orders to buys 
May pork at $18.15, which could not be filled, as 
the market barely touched that figure. 
was some suspicion that a Milwaukee house 
was trying to get hold of the deal in May lard. 
Outside of that the deal was mostiy of the scalp- 
ing order, and seemed to be sustained chiefly by 
sympathy with wheat. Packers reported a bet- 
ter demand for meats, with the sale of several 
ear-ioads of middles to go South, and a better 
inquiry for bams. The packing of this city dur- 
ing March to date is estimated at 108,000 bogs, 
against 110,000 to date last year, and 134,000 te do 
in 1881. 

Wheat was active and very irregular, but gen- 
erally ata higher range. The market advanced 
Ine, declined gc, reacted gc, and closed a 
shade above the latest prices of Thursday, at 
$1.05% bid for April and $1,10% for May. Liver- 
pool was reported quiet but steady, and our re- 
ceipts were not large, while there was great 
anxiety about the future of the growing crop 
both here and on the Pacific Siope. The market 
opened strong on reports of no rain in Calffor- 
nia, two or three parties filling in rather large 
lines of shorts, which was freely sold by promi- 
nent builders. Towards II o’clock news came 
that warm rain was failing in Kansas, also that 
it was raining in Washington Territory and 
Oregon, with cloldy weather in Califor 
nia, except at Sacramento, This was followed 
by the news that vearly one-tenth of an inch of 
rain had fallen in Northern California. The re- 
sult was a rather sudden break here, as the 
scaipers rushed in to sel! in anticipation of a big 
decline. But there was too good a demand to 
permit much of a drop, the situation in the 
Southwest being regarded as critical, with a de- 
cided leanmg to the probability of a big de- 
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trading than usual, several bids being heard for 
round biocks, rising as high as 500,000 bu. Car- 
lote were quiet, but stronger in sympathy with 
futures. 

Corn was active and very weak. It declined 
14@1%ec and closed 14@1\%e below the latest 
prices of Thursday. at 5ligc for April, ana 500 
bid tor May. The British telegrams noted an- 
other deciine of about 6d per quarter. Our re- 
ceipts for two days were 800 car-loads, and 53 
per cent of the lot was adjudged by the in- 
spectors to be good enough to deliver on con- 
tracts. St. Louis was very weak, but the chief 
reason for the heaviness here was the liberal” 
inspection, with the understanding that the vis- 
ible supply of corn increased nearly 2,000,000 bu 
during last week. These facts decided the 

April longs to throw their holdmgs, and 

the offerings caused next month to sell 
down to 5'sc 12Dbelow May, though the 
latter was heavy enough to suit the most invet- 
erate bear. It was thought that speculators will 
not care to carry No. 2 corn as they used to do 
if there is to be so mucb of it as is now prom- 
ised, and the result may be a material moditica- 
tion of the difference heretofore existing be- 
tween the prices of No. 2and the lower grades.

@ilc. Samples were in good demand at the 
figures paid on Thursday, 

Rye was firm and ic higher, No. 2 gilt-edged 
selling at 58440, Maren delivery being quotable 
at 5ic, and April at 5744c. May delivery sold at 
62'.@63c, and closed with sellers at the inside. 

Barley was quiet and firm, No.2 spot selling 
ut 750 for around lot and No.3 for April at 
490. Samples were scarce and disposed of early 
at rather better prices thau on Thursdays. 

Not much activity was developed in jobbing 
circles. Dry goods were going out in a fairiy 
liberal way, but the volume of sales is below the 
average forthe time of year. Boots and shoes 
and clothmg were quoted quiet. There was a 
good demand for millinery goods. Groceries 
were in light request, with prices averaging 
steady. Sugars were weak. Jobbers of dried 
fruits report continued quiet. Butter and cheese 
also were deult in sparingly. Orders for coal 
were light. Pig-iron was inactive. The oil 
trade is improving a little. 

Eggs were plenty, and sold down to 150 lde per 
dozen, with a prospect of still lower prices. 
Green fruits were steady and unchanged. Hides 
still slow, with a decline of Me on green re- 
ported.

The error in wheat would seem to have occurred 
in connection with the stock in Toledo, The cor- 
rection would involve a decrease ot 200,000 bu 
instead of a 300,000 bu iucrease in the visibie 
supply of wheat during last week. 

T. Z. Werst was on Change yesterday. He 
said, in answer to questions, that THE TRIBUNE 
crop news of the last few days Was in harmony 
with bis observations. There is damage un- 
doubtedly. but the extent of it cannot be told 
till the growing weather comes. 

S. A. Kent, who keeps especially well posted 
in regard to Culifornia, said yesterday that the 
prospect is very poor for wheat in the San 
Joaquin Valiey (a most important section). It 
does not now seem probabie that it will be more 
than half a crop. The promise eise where is far 
from being tirst-class. 

A little rain fell yesterday in Southern Call- 
fornia, just where it was most needed. Wheat 
culture is not so large a matter there as it is 
further north, but the limit of time when rain 
can do good to wheat lags with an approach to 
the pole. 

President Stanford ig quoted as saying that 
the California wheat crop will probably equal 
that of last year, owing to increased acreage, 
even if the drouth should gontinue. In the irri- 
gated lowlands the fruit crop promises to be the 
largest ever known. About 50 per centof the 
wheat crop of 1882 1s still ia formers’ hands.

John and Or- 
ville, then turned upon Gould and attacked 
him furiously, driving him into the street. 
Gould ted gradually to the middle of 
the street and epdeavored to ward off the 
blows, when suddenly he drew an old knife 
from his pocket and commenced striking 
right and left at his assailants. 
be. fa A MASSACRE. 
He stabbed John Bingham in the region of 


« the heart, who, falling prostrate on his face 


in the middle of the street, died in less than 
five minutes. Dr. Bingham was stabbed in 
the abdomen, in the breast, and his left 
cheek frizhtfully cut. Orville Bingham es- 


@aped uninjured. The dead body of John 


Bingham was conveyed to the home of the

davit, and statement is made by me, believing 
that the wound from which I am suffering is 
mortal and that 1 cannot recover; as I am in-, 
formed by my pbysician, and that said state- 
ment is made, believing that death is near at 
band, witbout any solicitation from any person 
except to tell the truth. .- 


EXCITEMENT.

A PHILTRE. 

A singular occurrence has been talked of 
for a day or two. Some time ago a woman 
named Mrs. Jerry McGuire received an 
anonymous letter in a lady’s handwriting, 
requesting that Mrs. McGuire go to a neigh- 
bor’s house, where the corpse of an old lady 
was lying, and, in a phial procure some 
of the spittle or purge from the 
body, and then deposit it under 
a plank in the walk in front 
of George W. Haight's house. The writer 
continued that under the plank mentioned 
Mrs. McGuire would find a $20.bill. She was 
to take the money and say nothing. It is now 
freely said that the lady wbo wrote the letter 
was Mrs. Haight. The letter has been pre- 
served and will no doubt be put in evidence 
if Mrs. Haight is tried for murder. It is said 
that, some time after Mrs. McGuire received 
the letter, Mrs. Haight asked her if she had 
not received such a letter. Mrs. McGuire 
did not do as requested, but had the writing 
identitied by the Postmaster here. When 
asked if he identified the writing as Mrs. 
Haight's. IMr. Bentley, who has been the 
Postmaster here for many years, said that he 
did not care to answer. A full explanation 
of this affair will probably come out. The 
plot is looked upon as a diabolical one.

The funeral of Mr. Haight will be held on 
Monday. The Masons and the lodge of A. 

The body WIIl lie in 
state tomorrow. Haight has been laid out 
in the funeral-clothes which have been pre-

was to die before she did. 

A DANGEROUS SEA-VOYAGE.

He had started 
with his wife on account of ill-health for 
North Carolina by water. He was taken ill

POISONED. 


Two Children Die from an Overdose o 
Morphine. 

SHELBYVILLE, III., March 24.—|Special.]— 
A sad case of seeming erſtuinal carelesness 
has come to light five or six miles southwest 
of this city. Two children, aged respective- 
ly 5 and I years, had been ailing and were 
attended by Dr. J. A. Brant, of Lakewood. 
Last Tuesday he called and, leaving some 
tonic, as he claimed quinine powders, thought 
his visits no longer required. The children 
seemed to be getting along nicely, having 
eaten a hearty breakfast. About noon one 
of the powders was given to each. Almost 
instantly both were taken  alarming- 
ly ill, Three hours after the babe 
died in spasms. The other child 
with the same symptoms, lingered until 
morning, when he'too died. On Mondaythe 
Doctor called, asked for and received the re- 
maining powders. In due time the children 
were buried. Suspicion was arouséd. Y é@s- 
térday the Coroner was notified, and with 
two physicians, Drs. Catherwood and W 
tervelt, repaired to the scene. The bodies 
were exhumed, a post-mortem held, and the 
doctors gave it as their opinion that the chil- 
dren died from an overdose of morphin 
ape by mistake for quinine. It appear 
n evidence before the Coroner’s jury that 
Dr. Brant was somewhat under the influence 
of liquor when he prepared the powder. 
The matter will doubtless be further eluci- 
dated by the grand jury next week.

The Market Just as Aclive as It Can 
Possibly Be with the Weather 
as it Is. 


Proposed Kedzie Avenue Sewer- 
age Improvement to Relieve 
a Western District. 


Poor Quality of Apartment- Houses and the 


Lack of Flats Built in a Decent 
Manner. 


Rent-Agents Claim that Any Advance 
fan Be Directly Traced to Act- 
ive Competition.

The Market. 

In spite of the very disagreeahle weather 
of the last week, there was decided activity 
in the real-estate market, and the aggregate 
of sales was larger by nearly $100,000 than 
for the previous week. This is clearly evi- 
dence that all that is required to make the 
market brisker than for a long time is fairly 
respectable weather. Asit was, dealers were 
quite unable to show their customers 
around, and customers were not anxious 
to be shewn around. The result was 
that many dealers eomplained ot failure 
to close negotiations begun during the few 
days of pleasant weather that strayed in this 
vicinity the previous week. Decidedly the 
most notable and by odds the mest important 
transaction of the week was the transfer by 
the Scottish-American Mortgage Company 
to L. L. Blackie, of Toronto, of the three- 
story stone building on West Madison street, 
between Throop and Elizabeth, for $107,500. 
This block is perhaps one of the most desira- 
ble in the West Division, and as it paid near- 
ly 12 per cent on theoriginal investment real- 
estate dealers are puzzled to know why 
the mortgage company disposed of 
it, as it is always looking 
for just such investments. The ‘statement 
made by some one that the company pur- 
poor withdrawing from Chicago is denied, 
hut the fact that both its buildings on West 
Madison street have been disposed of recent- 
ly is taken as cause for suspicion by many 
that the company will invest its money in 
some other quarter. Where it will find an 
investment such as it had in that building 
no one seems to know. 

While searching among the dealers for in- 
formation regarding the condition of the 
market, a TRIBUNE’ reporter encountered 
one gentleman who gave it as his 
opinion that trade would experience 
more life in acre property than had been 
known for a long time—not in the way of 

* booming,’’ as had been the case for a couple 
of seasons past, but in actual trades that 
meant what they represented. He gained 
this idea from the fact that there was a great 
deal of idle money seeking investment, which 
could not be placed in a more profitable way 
than in real estate just outside the city. The 
gentieman said he kuew of at least half a 
— men who for six months or more have 
been endeavoring to invest large sums in 
down-town property, and being unable to 
secure anything that suited them they had 
concluded to buy acres and subdivide. 

A notable ofler in this direction was 
made during the week by Chicago gentle- 
men through Mr. Linn, of 88 Washington 
street. It was for fifty acres owned = D. 
L. Morgan, of New York, and situated on 
Humboldt boulevard and North avenue. Mr. 
Linn teiegraphed Mr. Morgan that he would 
give $85,000 for the property, and received a 
reply that nothing less than $100,000 on 
time or 888,000 cash would secure it. 
Whether the gentiemenh w ijl pay the amount 
demanded is as yet a question. 

There is no cessation to the activity in 
residence property in every division of the 
city, and prices are firm, and in many in- 
stances considerably higher.

The New Office Ruilding on La Salle 
Street, South of Monroe. 

One of the most complete structures in 
every way that has been projected in Chicago 
for some time is the fine office building now 
under way on the east side of La Sallestreet, 
just south of Monroe, for Messrs. Mortimer 
& Tapper. The structure was started early 
last fall, but the severe weather has 
obstrueted progress. and it is 
not as near completion as was 
expected. The building occupies a lot 80 by 
55 feet, and will be nine stories in hight. It 
will be constructed of pressed brick with 
tile trimmings, which will give it a very 
comely exterior. The most notable feature 
of the building will be the use of fire- proof 
wood, something that has never before been 
employed ina structure in this city. The 
girders of the buildmg are of iron, as in 
many other fire-proof structures: but the 
beams throughout the building are of wood 
inclosed with hollow terra-cotta tiles, the 
requisit thickness of which was determined 
by eriment, and it was demonstrated that 
they” would resist the passage of heat 
through them when exposed for hours to a 
hot blaze. The chambers of the fire-proofing 
are so arranged as to give proper ventilation 
and prevent dry rot. The architects, Messrs. 
Burnham & Root, haye also paid particular 
attention to the stairway, which is eonstruct- 
ed entirely of iron, the lower part being in- 
closed in fire-clay, thereby rendering it 
impossible for it to become even hot in case 
of fire. In fact, the building will be practi- 

cally fire - proof. The structure in have 
about seventy-five business offices, all well 
lighted and ventilated. ‘The exterior will be 
decorated with incaustic tiles, becitining at 
the bottom with subdued colors and 
brightening toward the top. There will be 
two large elevators in the building. The 
owners, of the structure have long been 
known in C hicago as practical builders, and 
they are sparing no pains to make it one of 
the finest offiee buildings in the city. 


The Sewerage Department and the 
Work It Is Superintending. 


Superintendent Cheney, of the Sewerage 


Department, has been devoting most of his 


time during the winter that was not spent 


upon immediate improvements in devising 


plans for the bettering of the sewerage sys- 
tem of various parts of the city. He has 
been working against odds from the start, 
however, for the reason that he was uncer- 
tain respecting the amount of appropriation 
for various specific improvements that would 
be allowed by the Council; but he.has never- 
theless devised certain plans thatif carried 
out will greatly relieve at least two sections 
of the city that foralong time have been 
seriously distressed on accountof inadeg uate 
sewerage. 

The most important of these contemplated 
improvements is that of the sewerson Kedzie 
avenue from Kinzie street to Twenty- 
second street. For a number of years 
the residents of that quarter of the 
city west of Western avenue have 
from one to three times a year been subject- 
ed to the greatest inconvenience, and often 
have sustained actual damage to property by 
the inundation of nearly every foot of ground 
between Western ayenue and the park. As 
a means of relief a few years ago a sewer Was 
constructed on California avenue, which is 
just half a mile west of Western avenue, 
from Kinzie street to Twenty-second. But it 
proved of very little service, for when the 
rains and thaws came the waters rushed in 
from every direction, and it was 
found that it was wholly inadequate 
for the purpose for which it * 
intended. The fact was apparent that the 
territory which it was supposed to drain was 
altogether too large for its capacity, and the 
necessity for another sewer further west was 
plainly evident. 

SUPERINTENDENT FIGURING. 

‘Aecordingly Superintendent Cheney began 
figuring upon such an improvement, and now 
if the Council will only supply the necessary 
funds it will be completed by the end of this 
year. But $60,000 is required for the work, 
and it is thought that amount could not be 
more judicivusly expended. This work, 
however, will involve the completion of 
sewer on Twenty-setond street, a 
that but for Mr. Harrison's questionable 
economy, would have done two years ago. 
At present this sewer runs as far east as 
Leavitt street from the city limits, and on 
die latter thoroughfare to the South Branch 
of the river. What is necessary is that it 
should run as far east as Paulina street,

A SEWER ON WEST INDIANA STREET. 
Another item asked tor is $14,000 for the 
extension of the four-foot sewer on West 
Indiana street from Milwaukee avenue to 
the river. This section contains the 
most crowded system of sewerage in 
the city. which has long needed a better 
outlet to the river than is afforded by the 
three-foot sewer on Erie street and the six- 
foot opening on Kinzie street. There is now 
a one-foot pipe ina short distance east of 


Milwaukee avenue, but itis unequal to the 


demands made upon it. The Superintendent 
thinks he will be able to fet the appropria- 
tion for this work, and will begin operations 
at the earliest possible moment. 

Another improvement which Mr. Cheney 
regards as very necessary is the placing of a 
foot sewer in Dearborn avenue, from Oak 
street to Washington place. This part of 
the avenue has never been sewered, and he 
thinks it should be supplied with a compe- 
tent drain without delay. As to re- 
quests of many property-owners that the 
sewer in the avenue be enlarged, Mr. Cheney 
says he thinks it is not required, and there- 
fore no change will be made except -_ 
when the street is repaved, if it is to 
openings at the corners of the streets will be 
transferred to the middle of the street 
provided by an ordinance of the city.

But two lines of cars are run after mid- 
night, known as the Lincoln avenue and Clv- 
bourn avenue lines. The cars leave Wash- 
ington street forty-two minutes, or about 
three-quarters of an hour, apart, and both 
run north on Clark street to Chicago avenue. 


Here the Clybourn avenue car turns west 


and runs to Larrabee street, thence north to 
Rees street, and thence northwest to the barn 
at Centre street. The Lincoln car continues 
north on Clark to Centre, thence west to 
Lincoln avenue, and northwest on that ave- 
nue to the barn in Lake View. 
Thus it will be seen that no  night- 
car accommodations are to had 
north and northwest of Chicago avenue 
and Clark street oftener than once 
in an hour and _ twenty-four min- 
utes. Up to 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing these cars are generally crowded 
with the regular patrons of night cars, and 
when there are balls and parties—as there 
are almost nightly—it frequently seg oy 
that not even standing-room can be had 
The interests of the northern and north- 


western portion of the city demand that the 


night-car service should be doubled, at least 
up to3o’clock a. m., by which time the rush 
is usually over for the night. 

But they demand still more, and that is 
that the territory north of North avenue 
shall have at least one additional line of 
night cars. From North avenue to the city 
limits the distance between the routes of the 
night cars is one mile, and even half of that 
is too great ai distance in these 
sand-baggine times. A partial remody 
would be the running of a 
night car regularly on Clark street 
north to Division, thence west to Larrabee, 
thence north to Centre, thence west to Ra- 
cine avenue and Clybourn, and back on Cly- 
bourn to Division and the starting point. 
‘rhe tracks are ali there, and only one or two 
curve connections would be required to com- 
plete the circuit. 

The territory which the line suggested 
would accommodate is increasing in popu- 
lation more rapidiy than any other portion of 
the city, but the transportation facilities 
have not been increased in last two or 
three years. Long rows of tenement houses, 
handsome private residences, great blocks of 
flats, and large stone buildings, are going up 
on every hand. It is the historyof all night- 
cars that they create their own pat- 
ronage, 80 officers of street 
railways admit. Just why this particuiar 
region should worse served than 
any other part of the city is not. in reason, 
apparent. If some enterprising citizen would 
circulate petitions at the lls on election- 
day caliing on the North Chicago City RKail- 
way Company to make the needed improve- 
ments in its schedule, they would at the close 
of the day have as many signitures attached 
as there are names on the poll-lists.

The Observance of Holy Saturday in 
the Catholic Churches—Re- 
ligious Notes. 


Animated Contest Over the Election of 
the New Vestry of Trinity Church— 
Shali or Shall Not Dr. Holland Be Sus- 
tained ? 

The casual observer attending services at 
Trinity Episcopal Church, corner of Mich- 
igan avenue and Twenty-sixth street, and 
looking over the fashionable congregation, 
noticing here and there a man who wasnum- 
bered among the merchant princes and will- 
ionaires of the great Western metropolis, 
and noting the look of contentment and hap- 
piness upon every face; the rapt attention 
paid to the rector while he was earnestly ex- 
pounding the truths drawn from his text and 
while he was announcing the date of the 
sewing society’s meeting or the vestry’s next 
session; the willing ear given to the harmon- 
iously-blended notes of the high-priced choir, 
would never think fora moment that there 
weile any internal dissensions in this pleas- 
ant-looking flock or that some of the best- 
dressed and happiest appearmg ones were 
dissatisfied with their shepherd—but such is 
unfortunately the case. 

This congregation is one of the oldest in 
the city, and many of its present communi- 
cants remember with feelings of pleasure 
the old days in the temple which stood on 
the present site of the First Regiment Armory, 
when the lamented Dr. Cummings admin- 
istered spiritual comforton Sundays. The 
congregation has always been noted for the 
sociability which prevaded the very air of 
the sanctuary and the pleasant sociables 
which drew all together as with an invisible 
bond of friendship and love. ‘ 

When the present temple was erected the 
Rev. Edward Sullivan was called from Can- 
ada to look after the congregation and tne 
church debt. While he was in charge of the 
flock the air of sociability which had pre- 
viously pervaded the church became a ver- 
fect fog in its intensity. But there came a 
day when he was called back to Canada, and 
for a time the flock was under the 
charge of borrowed shepherds. Finally the 
kaleidoscopie pulpit grew tiresome and the 
vestry began casting about for a rector who 
would be a fixture. St. Louis, once the rival 
of this city, was called upon for aid in the 
matter, and the Rev. Robert A. Holland, the 
present rector of the parish, heard the call 
and came to the rescue. 

DISSATISFIED SOULS. 

Dr. Holland proved himself a practical 
man, and he first set about lifting from the 
church the debt which had so long been a 
burden. This he succeeded in doing: Then 
he inaugurated a series of informal soclables, 
and the members of the flock soon began to 
get an insight into true sociability. But 
there were some dissatisfied ones in the fold. 
It they happened to arise somewhat late 
Sunday mornings they would leave their 
pews vacant at the morning service, and the 
task of spending their time during the day 
rendered them too weary to attend in the 
evening ; besides, they knew that in the even- 
ing their seats were free to all comers, and 
they could not bear the idea of 
sittme in any pew but their own. 
Strange as it may seem, Dr. Holland 
did not take into consideration the feelings 
of these parishioners, and he would rebuke 
them for their absences from the pulpit’ Of 
course this hurt their feelings, and they 
thought it presumption en the part of their 
rector to chide them, Then there was trouble 
about the choir and one of the vestrymen 
withdrew, and is never seen by the ladies of 
the congregation except at an occasional 
matinée. 

BULLS AND BEARS. 


The first real outbreak was caused by a 
serinon preached by the rector in which he 
referred somewhat slightingly to “bulls” 
and bears and to “puts” and calls.“ 
Now if there is anything a Board of Trade 
man dislikes itis to have any odium cast 
upon his calling—especially his calling on 
wheat—and this was what might be called a 
body blow to them. As the congregation 
filed out of the temple that morning there 
were many whispered remarks passed be- 
tween Board of Trade men, and it was evi- 
dent that they were preparing to seal Dr. 
Holland’s doom. 

This fact was brought to the attention of 
the Doctor, and he objected stoutiy to hav- 
ing his doom sealed. He was confident that 
he had not violated his trust, and did not 
want to be ousted for simply saying what he 
believed. So he called upon his friends to 
rally to his standard, and when the disaffect- 
ed ones saw the number that did rally in re- 
sponse to the call they were a little bit put 
out thewselves, and saw that they had no al- 
ternative but to bide their time and await the 
next vestry meeting, when they would make 
an effort to elect vestrymen who would deem 
it wise to change shepherds.

Some 
of the gentlemen who are opposed 
to the rector are hard at wor all 
day, and, recognizing the fact that their 
wives would have more influence, anyway, 
with the male voters In the congregation, 
they sent them out to make calls atthe va- 
rious busines houses where voters lurk. A 
betition relative to the dedication of the 
church was taken out for signatures, and 
when a gentleman's signature had been ob- 
tained church matters were discussed, as a 
matter of course, and the question of a new 
rector was incidentally brought up. 

All this time the friends of the Doctor 
were hard at work in his interests, and their 
efforts in his behalf won him many support- 
ers who had previously been on the fence.’’ 
He had resolved to defend himself, knowing 
thathe had done nothing that could be ob- 
jected to, and he made up his mind that at 
the vestry election tomorrow evening he 
would, with the assistance of his friends, 
meet his opponents with their own weapons 
and vindicate himself. 

J. W. DOANE’S RESIGNATION. 

The report that J. W. Doane, Esq., the 
Junior Warden of the church had resigned, 
was spread abroad, and the Doctor's opponents 
seized upon it as a campaign fabri and 
claimed that the resignation had D 
ered because Mr. Doane was dissatisfied with 
the Rector.

Creed of the Third Unitarian Church 
ot New York—Letters from Drs. 
Thomas and Swing. 

Last Sunday evening a meeting was held 
in Horticultural Hall, New York City, un- 
der the direction of the proposed Third Uni- 
tarian (Theistic) Church, of which the Rev. 
M. Sechermerhorn will be pastor. Mr. Scher- 
merhorn stated the following as the creed of 
the new enterprise: * Believing that the In- 
finit One has revealed Himself and His truth 
universally: that He has no favorit people, 
age, or line of prophets, but speaks by im- 
partial methods of communication to all 
meh; believing, moreover, that the funda- 
mental teachings of ali the great religions 
of the world are essentially the same, and 
that all differences are only partisan, local, 
transient, and so non-essential; believing, 
also, that while ‘in times of ignofance’ mere 

rtisanship in religion might be overlooked, 
n these times of light and of world-wide in- 
tercommunications it has become a wicked- 
ness which God commands, ‘all men every- 
where to repent of’; believing these things, 
the minister of this church will, at whatever 
cost of hard work and personal sacrifice, do 
allin his wer for the breaking down of 
every partition wall that separates man from 
man, and for the upbuilding of a church 
truly catholic, in which the reasonable faith 
of all religions and the feilowship of all 
aspiring humanity shall be impartially hon- 
ored and sought.” 

Mr. Sehermerhorn read letters, prefacing 
this exercise by some remarks relative to the 
matter. His wide correspondence during the 
last few weeks, he said, had caused him an 
almost overpowering sadness. He had hoped 
that the ministers who professed to be lead- 
ers had grown out of the bonds of sectarian 
prejudice; but when he 8 urged upon 
a selected number in the neighbor- 
hood to join in the advance of the 
catholicity of the world, they nearly all 
began co excuse themselves. ‘The general 
response was that outside of Christianity 
they had no fraternities to offer, but by 
Christmnity they usually meant that special 
orthodoxy te which they adhered. “lam 
prepared to affirm,” said the speaker, “ that 
among the hundreds of Christian teachers 
of New York and itsenvirons, not more than 
twelve would extend his hand to the purest, 
most nodle-minded Pagan on earth without 
subjecting him to a previous humiliation. No 
wonder that in nine out of ten churches half 
the pews are deserted; no wonder intelligent 
and noble minds are going over to atheism, 
whensuch men declare themselves leaders 
of moral and religious thought.“ 

The first letter read was from the Rey. Dr. 
Thomas, of Chicago, and its key-note was 
contained in the following extract: 

My whole heart is with this and every 
earnest effort to find some common ground 
on which our long-divided world may be- 
come one. What shall that ground be? War 
has failed: legislation drawn separating 
lines; commerce set up sharp competitions; 
and the creeds and sects of Christianity have 
too often made men enemies rather than 
friends. Let us now try the new brotherhood 
of right living. . For this let us labor 
and pray, and in this hope and promise of its 
near coming let us rejoice.” 

Next came .a letter from Prof. David 
Swing. “We Bible lovers,” he wrote, 
should be as broad ts our book; and into 
our book came the religion of the Kgyptians 
to color that of Moses. Into the same new 
compound came Job, being neither a Hebrew 
nor an Egyptian. Jesus was an eclectic. ... 
Paul and ohn were so affected by Greek 
thought that they easily ceased to good 
followers of Moses; and even tbe Magi com- 
ing from the East were set in the collection 
of gems that compose the Testament. One 
of the sublimer scenes of earth is this spirit- 
ual unity of man.” , 

Similar sentiments were expressed in sym- 

athetic notes from George William Curtis, 

ulla Ward Howe, Thomas Wentworth Hig- | 
ginson, O. B. Frothingham, and J. Savage. 

The most remarkable letters, however, were 

from James Martinean and Max Muller. 

The former, Mr. Schermerhorn explained, 

had written under some misapprehension of 

the meeting’s object. Its last sentence was: 

“For my own part, I hope more for the 


real heterogeneity than from any harmony 
which depends on fancied homogeneity of 
thought and feeling.“ 


Observance of Holy Saturday in the 
Roman Catholic Churches. 

Holy Saturday was celebrated with all the 
ceremony presented by the Roman Ritual in 
the Catholic churches of the city yesterday. 
The ceremonies peculiar to the day are the 
blessing of the Easter holy-water, the bless- 
ing of the baptismal font, the blessing. of the 
paschal candle, and the strking of the “new 
fire.“ The officiating priest, together with 
the deacon and sub-deacon, attired in purple 
vestments, enter the sanctuary and follow 
out much the same program as on 
Friday, so far as chanting is 
concerned. Prayers are said for ali 
necessities, governments, and conditions. 
Upon the conclusion of thetracts the officiat- 
ing priegt and deacons march through the 
the church to the vestibule, outside 
of which a number of tubs and barrels filled 
with water are placed. Upon a side-table is 
piaced a lighted candle, a vessel containing 
salt, and a “stock” containing holy oll 
blessed on Holy Thursday. The priest first 
blesses the baptismal-water aecording to the 
prescribed rublic. He mingles with the water 
a handful of salt and a small 0 the 
holy oll. Next he blesses the ter 
water, which is blessed in nearly the same 
Manner as the ordinary holy water. In bless- 
ing the Easter water the priest mingles with 
it a quantity of salt, atter which he draws 
his righthand through the water, making 
the sign of the cross. 

The baptismal font is then blessed by 
means of a set form of prayer and the “ppl - 
cation of holy oil upon the inside of the font. 
This blessing consecration is repeated

John Jay Denouncesa Bill Pending in 
the New York Legisiatare as an At- 
tempt to Subjugate the American 
State to the Boman Mierarchy. 

Mr. John Jay, in a letter to the New York 
Tribune, attacks the bill pending before the 
New York Legislature entitled “an act to 
secure for inmates of institutions for the 
poor freedom of worship,” calling it “in its 
aims and its methods ldest attempt to 
subject the American State to, the Roman 
Hierarchy that has yet been made.“ 

These institutions are now bound by con- 
stitutional provision to open their chapels to 
ministers of all denominations without dis- 
crimination, and the sick and all other in- 
mates are attended by such clergymen as 
they desire, but attempts to proselytize the 
inmates, and disparaging speech in their 
presence with a. to any church or creed, 
are prohibited. far, therefore, as the in- 
troduction of a bill to secure freedom of wor- 
ship may seem to imply that the managers of 
the institutions have violated their consitu- 
tional duty in this rd, such an implica- 
tion finds no * cation in the fact, 
The bill, should it become a law, says the 
letter, would necessarily change the non-sec- 
tarian character of the instruction given in 
the institution and compel the instruction of 
the inmates according to the tenets and upon 
the responsibility of a variety of sects, lead- 
ing to efforts at 4 strife, and dis- 
sension. “The conflict of authority and 
teaching,” said Gov. Cornell, that woul 
inevitably arise from the enactment of this 
measure, could only leadto injunous results 
alike to the inmates and the institution.” 

Another objection isthat the pretense of the 
bill, embodied in its title, that it is to secure 
freedom of worship, is a baseless pretense, 
and that, on the contrary, its aims are to 
overthrow and abolish the freedom guaran- 
teed by the Constitution. All the minors 
in the various institutions embraced by the 
bil!—firstly, institutions for the reformia- 
tion of, juvenile delinquents, and 
then those for the support of 
the poor, the blind, foundlings, orphans, 
and fallen women—are’to be deprived of this 
right guaranteed to m by the Constitu- 
tion. The second on directs the man- 
agers “to permit, at reasonable hours, the 
inmates thereof to be visited by clergymen 
of the denominations to which they, or, if 
infants, their parents, belong; and the relig- 
ious services of such denominations to be 
had according to its rules and discipline, and 
to afford all pruper facilities for such visits 
and services.“ 

The article concludes: The gravity of the 
attempt of the Roman Catholic faction to 
foree this bill through and to obtain the new 
power of propagandism which it would give 
them in our institutions, can hardly be ex- 
aggerated by those who understand 
those who now control the Court of Rome 
demand the complete subordination of the 
civil to the clerical house; who have marked 
the consequences of ecclesiastical attempts 
to control the Governments of Europe, and 
who recall the repeated expulsions o 
the Jesuits not only from Protestant, bu 
from Roman Catholic countries, as a measure 
essential to the public peace. With our easy 
confidence in the strength of our institutions 
it seems difficult for some to believe that we 
have anything to fear from the “ foreign 
colony,” which Dr. Brownson accused of de- 
basing our civilization and which boasts of 
its increasing power of wealth and numbers, 
and trained organization, and of its intention 
presently to control the Government. "it te 
our belief,” the Catholic Herald of May 24, 
1879, is quoted as saying, “that a most 
dreadful combat, a most awful conflict be- 
tween the power of good and evil is in the
